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MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS. 


A few days * g >. Mr. Robert P. Porter, of 
Chicago, read a very valuable piper rn 
Boston, on the municipal anastate indebt­ 
edness in the United States. To every one 
who pays taxes, and who takes even a 
moderate inttrejt is the material prosper­ 
ity of his city, county or State, the results 
of Mr. Porter’s Investigation and 9tudy, 
can not tail to be interesting. Several 
weeks ago we published in the Gazette an 
article from the Galaxy magazine, written 
by Mr. Porter, on the bonded indebtedness 
of 130 cities of the United States, in which 
Janesville stood No. 6 as regards small in­ 
debtedness. 
The total debt of these 130 
cities is placet! at C40 million dollars, an in­ 
crease of over 420 million in eleven years. 
The entire indebtedness of cities, counties 
and States of the Union, is fixed at one bil­ 
lion collars, about half of the National 
debt. There is one remaikablc fact given ta 
Mr. Porter’s paper concerning the location 
of the indebtedness. Eight Western States 
with a population of 13 millions, have aa 
aggregate indebtedness of 37 million del 
lars; while eight Eastern States with a 
population ot not quite 12 millions, have 
a total indebtedness of ‘JI million dollars! 
The nine Southern S ates having a popula­ 
tion of a little over eight millions, are 
bowed down with an indebtedness of over 
179 million dollars, or over $22 per capita I 
Geographically considered, the per capita 
if as follows* 
Western States, $2.90; 
Eastern States, $8.00 ; and South* rn Slates, 
$22 00. 
There is still another point of peculiar 
interest, 
which 
is ic relation

This 
power 
Is 
immense 
in 
some 
cities, especially in the Kist, aud hence the 
Vast burden of municipal debt. 
In the 
State ot New York it costs but $2 per 
head to carry on thb Government of the 
Stale, 
in Massachusetts with her “ waste­ 
ful extravagance aud unequaled State in­ 
stitution?,” only $4.50 per head, in Illinois, 
with all her State improvements, $1.10. An 
examination into the costs of carrying on 
the goverment cit the cities in these State®, 
will make an appalling 
revelation, in 
New York city it costs per head, $27 50 ; 
in Boston, $29 00, and iu CL .cago, $15 OO. 
From this it appears that neither Legisla­ 
tures, nor the National Congress, rob the 
people neither do they burden them with 
the weight cf debt, but the tyrant is the 
Common 
Council. 
Janesville 
stands 
among the lew favored cities, whose tax 
per capita tor carrying on the city govern­ 
ment, is comparatively insignificant con­ 
sidering the valuation of her property and 
her ability to pay. 
The tax per head in 
this city which includes the payment ol 
$5,000 ol the bonded debt, $3;OOO interest, 
And $15 ,000 for the running ot schools, Is 
only $4.00 ; while the entire tax—includ­ 
ing city, county, and State, is less than 11 f 
conia on the dollar. 
With all this “flood of extravagance and 
waste in the land,” Mr. Porter does not 
give an adequate remedy. Ile recommends 
that the municipalities be wrenched from 
th« bands ot the mob, inferring that cool­ 
headed, unselfish, honest and common sense 
business men should be put in the Com­ 
mon Couucds. 
Ile also suggests that our 
present municipal machinery is too Lung 
ling and inadequate to the wants of the 
present generation and that its simplifica­ 
tion Is demanded in order that a fundamen­ 
tal reform can be inaugurated. To further 
the ends ot justice in this direction, Mr. 
Porter closes his able and thoughtful paper 
with words, which though unpopular with 
the massas, should be committed to memo­ 
ry by every tax payer: 
Tao shiftless bummer wha basks in the sun­ 
shine at iLt* gin-shop door, the shivering pauper 
seeking s meal and night's lodging in the police 
station or the navy breaking stones on the city 's 
Streets, feels no interest in the government of the 
City, and has no moral right to dictate who «bal!

Elon. George Wells is the big farmer of 
Grundy co., Iowa. He has 8,000 acres un­ 
der cultivation, all inclosed by a fence. 
One Pope Co, 111., farmer|raised on one 
| a c re Three hundred and thirty-two bachel* 
of potatoes, and on three acres, more than 
seven hundred bushels. 
The champion corn shucker this time is 
from Dodge Co., Neb., two thousand three 
huudred bushels; time thirtythree days, 
and his name is William Dale. 
There are some thing* it never pays to 
doctor. If you have a sick fruit tree of any 
kind dig it up at once, and in so doing dig 
a big hole really tor a thrifty tree next 
spring. 
Farmers who look after the health and 
comfort of their stock, and not trust to 
hands, seldom suffer pecuniary loss by dis* 
ease or death. 
It is estimated that the 
farmers of 
Jackson county, Iowa, lost a halt million 
dullard worth of hogs during the past 
season from hog cholera. Some farm­ 
ers lost as many as two hundred hogs 
each.

regular attendance, the necessity of classify 
cation, the need of greater restrictions In 
the management ol the many than the few, 
thus securing his aid rather than being 
obliged to struggle against his opposition. 
* * * I would say that Superintend­ 
ents show the necessity of personal inter­ 
course between parents and teachers and 
encourage personal visits to the homes of 
the pupils. But the teacher will plead a 
lack of time as aa excuse for neglecting 
these visitations, and eft en justly too. 
A great danger with our preseat graded 
school system is, that teachers are given 
such large schools. Might it not be well 
for school boards to dimmish the number 
ol pupils, to lessen iu some way the drudg' 
ery of written examinations, etc., or even 
to require fewer hours of teaching in or 
der to give time for supplementary work ? 
Greater effort should be male to secure 
the attendance of parents npon the exer­ 
cises of the school. For this purpose oral 
examinations are helpful, the attendance of 
patrons being secured ^sp ec ia l invita­ 
tions. Occasionally, too, to create a fee I mg 
of good will, the old time “exhibition ' is 
by no means evil. 
Some general work given to the children 
which will render available the practical 
knowledge of the parents,helps to maintain 
their lively interest. 
A general con versa­ 
tion held ooce a week upon some topic 
which has been previously assigned, aud 
upon which the pupils have been urged to 
consult their parents answers this purpose* 
Something of this sort has been successful­ 
ly introduced into the public school? of In 
dianapolis and others. 
One of the great evils outlie day, that is 
weakening the minds of the young, is that 
of reading too much. “Multifarious read­ 
ing weakens the mind more than doing 
nothing, tor it becomes a necessity at last 
like smoking, and is an excuse for tbe^mind 
to lie dormant, while thought is poured in* 
and runs through, a clear stream, over un 
productive gravel, on which not even 
mosses grow.” Are the boys and girls in 
our public schools, who skim through two 
or three books a week, during term time 
even, to go on thus having their minds 
weakened, or indulged by parents who are 
unconscious of the damage, or arc they to 
be spared by the intervention of the teach­ 
ers ?

What teacher who has tried it has not 
gained new inspiration from a hearty “God 
bless you” of a mother who secs by his 
words and actious that he really has an in­ 
terest in her wayward unruly boy • Poor 
and ignorant though she may be in the re­ 
claiming and up'.ilting of the erring one, 
there is a bond of strength which will help 
each to succeed. Whatf parent ha? not felt 
a stronger desire to aid the plans of the
